Louis, in 1871, when the wind overturned 
a locomotive, the maximum force devel- 
oped itt *> doing being no less than 93 
pound* per square foot.

— An extraordinary interest is mani- 


fested in the Polar regions this year, two 
expeditions being now en route to that 
locality from the United States, one 
each from Norway and Sweden and Den- 
mark, a private one from Kuglaud and an 
official one from France. 
, — Statistics show that 
in the use of 


chloroform as an anaesthetic one death 
occurs in 2,873 cases, with ether one in 
23,204, while bichloride of etliylcnc 
causes one death in 5,000 cases. 
With 


this danger from the ordinary use of ana- 
esthetics in view, Messrs. 0. de Stefanis 
and Vachetta have proposed a modified 
method of application, from which excel- 
lent results have have already been re- 
ported, both with men and animals. Their 
plan consists in causing congestion of 
the nerve centres and stimulating the 
heart so that it may resist the noxious 
offsets of the anaesthetic agent, without 
diminishing insensibility. For this pur- 
pose they employ alcoholics. 
They have 


studied this method carefully in a large 
number of experiments, and have beeiuiie 
fully convinced that most of the danger 
and much of the inconvenience rcsulthi" 
from the use of anaesthetics may be 
avoided by placing the patient slightly 
under the influence of alcohol. 


—In experiments to determine the 


depth beneath the surface of the se:i to 
which sight could penetrate, twenty-five 
fathoms was found to be the limit of 
visibility. 
It was also found that the 


water is most transparent when its tem- 
perature is highest. 


—The Kev. Dr. McCook has noticed a 


black "carpenter ant," which is capable 
of effecting great destruction in wood- 
work, contrary to the general belief that 
ants outside of the tropics arc harmless 
practically. He has seen a rafter in which 
this species, the Formica Pennsylmnica, 
had penetrated to an extent of five or six 
foot of its length, completely honeycomb- 
ing it. It is evident that such penetra- 
tion of wooden structures, and especially 
bridges, might cause their disastrous and 
unexpected fall. 


—One of the most decided impressions 


which non-scientific people must receive 
from the visit of the great comet of 1881 
is that of the ignorace of science con- 
cerning 
Ihcse 
mysterious visitants. 


Whence they come or whither they go 
are problems none can solve ; while the 
unfulfilled predictions of the return of 
certain comets shown that calculations in 
relation to the motions of these bodies 
partake much of the nature of guesses. 
With all the skill and telescopic penetra- 
tion of our astronomers, they cannot yet 
trace the course of the comet, which in 
a few days passes across the immeasura- 
ble expanse of space viewed from this 
earth and disappears in the depths be- 
yond, to wander perhaps for thousands of 
years before completing the cycle of its 
journey and returning to a point in its 
orbit near the earth.

(he business of a manufacturing company, 
why might it not be equally profitable 
pecuniarily, for the state to close up. in 
large part, the poor-houses, prisons, and 
public hospitals, and buy browiistone 
fronts, if need bc, for the brewers, dis- 
tillers, and liquor-sellers, and their fami- 
lies, and costume and support them all 
from the public treasury, on condition 
that they desist henceforth from tlie mak- 
ing and selling of intoxicating liquors? 
To support the liquor fraternity thus 
might not seem wholly just to tax-payers, 
Imt even in a money point of view we 
lave no doubt they would indirectly make 
(juite as large a percentage of gain as is 
anticipated by the Woodin Manufactur- 
ing Company. 
But taxpayers, if they 


will everywhere act in concert, hive it 
within their power to reduce, if not 
wholly to prohibit and control, the mak- 
ing and selling of strong drink, leaving 
brewers, distillers, and liquor-sellers to 
do as do other people—provide for them- 
s>'lves by normal industry. The State ! 
ought not to leave it for a private manu- 
facturing company to buy off liquor-sel- 
lers as a protection to their own and 
their laborers' interests.

The liquor traffic, fitly characterized as 


the great crimcofour time, is also,above 
ail others, chief among oui national per- 
ils. It is, however, strongly intrenched, 
in connection with the national and State 
license and revenue systems, under the 
forms of law. Whether this legal in- 
trciichmcnt, behind which the distillers, 
brewers, and liquor venders now success- 
fully defend themselves, and effectually 
obstruct the progress of the temperance 
reform, shall be indefinitely perpetuated 
or speedily abolished will depend upon 
tlie combined action of individual citizens 
in their capacity of electors. Every elec- 
tor going to the polls will do one of two 
things : he will vote cither for candidates 
who avowedly oppose the great liquor 
crime and seek its destruction, or for 
others who accept and would perpetuate 
tlie statutes, national and State, which 
give to this gigantic crime of crimes its 
vital power and its guarantee of contin- 
ued existence. 
In this aspect there is no 


middle or neutral ground for any elector 
to occupy. Every voter, therefore, should 
remember that, whatever may be his tlie- 
<jry of the best method of dealing with 
the liquor traffic, his ach'onat the polls in. 
the hour which the election period brings 
to him has a very definite, practical signi- 
ficance. It is, indeed, in the sight of 
(rod, a very serious, solemn responsibility 
which may not with impunity be trifled 
with. Is any elector in doubt as to his 
duty in the premises 1 He should first 
be assured that the candidates for whom 
liis vote is solicited represent the princi- 
ple of avowed, unequivocal opposition to 
the liquor crime. To vote for any others 
is to do far worse than to "throw away 
the vote ;" it is to lend his electoral 
strength to the perpetuation of the dis- 
tillers' and brewers' statutory, govern 
mental fortifications. 
Especially should 


Christian electors be thoughtful in this 
hour, and if they have doubts as to the 
right course of action "take them to the 
Lord in prayer." When Mr. Moody was

At Koo- 
chow and Hwataw the large si/.c grows to 
the height of forty to fifty feet, and in 
diameter six or seven inches. The largest 
variety 1 have seen growing is found on 
the island of Formosa , its height is from 
fifty to sixty feet, while its diameter is 
seven to eight inches. Tt is the shoots 
from the large variety which are so eagerly 
sought after for the table. 
The stalk, 


however, is said not to be so useful as that 
of the smaller variety, as it is neither so 
tough nor durable as the latter. I have 
been induced to make these remarks in 
the hope that our government might favor- 
ably consider the advisability of intro- 
ducing this plant into the Southern States, 
and such other localities as are suitable 
to its growth. I am confident that the 
benefits which would result to the country 
from such a course would in a few years 
be perceptibly felt, for a plant which has 
served a people so long and well as the 
bamboo has the Chinese, will certainly, 
under American genius, soon expand its 
already broad field of usefulness. Prom 
a small grove on a plantation or farm a 
variety of purposes could be subserved 
during the year, for it frequently happens 
that the farmer has occasion to use just 
such a sized pole or piece of timber as 
can be found in any such grove.

select the size needed, cut it off, and it is 
ready for use, and the following year will 
find it replaced by at least two others.

COLORED POPULATION IN THE SOUTH, 


The Census Bureau, at Washington, has 


issued a bulletin giving ;n detail tho pop- 
ulation of tho United States, claseified by 
race. It shows the total population tobc 
50,1S2,HC6, of 
which 43,404,870 
are 


white; and 6,577,151 are colored. The 
number of colored persons to each 100,- 
000 whites is 15,156, against 14,528 in 
1870. The greatest proportion of colored 
to white is in South Carolina, where tiircc- 
fiftlis of the whole arc colored. In Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi from one-half to 
three-fifths are colored. In Alabama 
District of Columbia, and Virginia, the 
colored form one-third to one-half of tho 
total. 
In Arkansas and Tennessee, from 


one-fourth to one-third of the population 
arc colored. 
The least porportion among 


the former slave States is in West Vir- 
ginia, \yherc there are but 4,:!55 to 100,- 
000 whites, and in Missouri, where there 
are but 7,IC8. Outside of the former 
the proportion of negroes is very small. 
The changes in the relative negro popu- 
lation in the decades between 1870 and 
1880 are also given. In the United States 
as a whole there has been a gain of 625, 
on an assumed basis of 100,000 whit-s. 
The great relative gains during the de- 
cade have apparently been made in the 
South, the former slave-holding States. 
Of the nine of these States which liavc 
gained, eight stand at the head of the list, 
having made relative gains ranging from 
044 to nearly 11,000.

CLOSING MADKIU GAMIN<; Hovsrs.—

amite, were exploded night after night in 
the principal streets of the capital, and 
the police were utterly unable to trace the 
persons whs threw them.

Centenary interposed a week of truce, but 
when the festivities wero over, and the 
government began once more to make it- 
self unpleasant to the gaming houses, 
bomb throwing recommenced. 
For some 


time the damage done was mainly con- 
fined to doors and windows, but at last 
one evening three children were tricked 
into throwing some bombs, which ex- 
ploded and wounded them severely. This 
was too much, and the police began at 
last to look about them to sonic purpose. 
A young man has now been caught in the 
act of laying a bomb, whose confessions 
have 
implicated 
numbers of gaming 


houses. 
Thirty-five arrests have been 


made in the capital on the strength of his 
depositions, and several more in the prov- 
inces. The story is an odd one, and is 
by no means creditable to the practical 
side of Spanish character. It is difficult

HONESTY OK NOTABIKS.—No public 


service in the world has a more spotless 
record than the notaries of France, who, 
for four centuries past, have transacted 
the every-day law business for the French 
people, at rates which our cheapest law- 
yers would despise. Those notaries buy, 
sell, inherit, and bequeath their places, 
and have done so for centuries. 
But the 


Government imposes three 
conditions, 


and performs two duties, all designed to 
give just protection both to the public 
and to the notary. The conditions are, 
that no man can be a licensed notary who 
has not served a seven-years' apprentice- 
ship to the business, and served for one 
year as chief clerk to a notary. He is 
also strictly limited as to the fee he can 
charge for every service. These are the 
conditions. 
If the Government stopped 


there, it would do as we do—starve the 
dog and fatten the wolf. It protects these 
public servants by limiting their number, 
and by decreeing that no legal document 
shall have validity unless it is attested by 
a notary. But all this would not suffice. 
It remains to protect tbe public against 
dishonesty, as well as against incompe- 
tency; and this is done by holding the 
commission of a notary forfeit upon con- 
viction of breach of trust.—James Par- 
ton,

—There is a scarcity of laborers in this 


State, and the wages given to unskilled 
workmen have been considerably increased. 
An employment agent in Philadelphia 
says that he receives daily letters from 
Norristown, Pho3nixville, Altoona,Wilkes- 
barre, Scranton, Connellsville and other 
places asking him to send laborers. 
He 


says the number of unemployed unskilled 
workmen in Philadelphia is very large, 
but the majority of the men dislike to go 
away for work. Farm laborers are in de- 
mand at from $11 to $16 per month, but 
laborers in mills, on public works and 
railroads are offered from $1.25 to $1.60 
per day. Harvest hands were scarce this 
season, and were paid from $2.50 to $3 
per day. The health and water depart- 
ments and gas works have no difficulty in 
finding all the unskilled help they require. 
The highway department cannot get 
enough pavers and one hundred- could be' 
supplied with work. The managers of 
the passenger railways also complain of 
the scarcity of such belp. In 1880 pav- 
ers were, paid $2, now they receive from 
$3.25 to $4 per day. Immigration agents 
state that the demand for laborers in all 
the interior towns is fifty per cent greater 
than it Was last year.

A correspondent of the Evening Bulletin 


has been taking a trip down to Delaware 
in the steamer Maid of Kent, of which 
George F. T\ler, of our borough, is cap- 
tain. To those who have visited the 
locality described the account will be 
recognized as a fair description of the 
country and the people. 
The following 


is abstracted from the correspondence 


"As we went up Leipsic Creek, in our 


boat the Maid of Kent, we almost filled 
the channel, and it was difficult to see 
where we left any water to float the boat. 
The marsh through which the creek runs 
was so level, and the reeds and salt grass 
so high, that it was impossible to see the 
course of the creek ahead of or behind us, 
more by token, it was so winding that it 
always turned off to the right or left 
within twenty yards of us, and there was 
no perspective of water to gaze on. 
It 


really seemed as if we were sailing through 
the marsh, buoyed up only by the matted 
reeds and grass , and to any person who 
could have viewed us from one hundred 
yards' distance, the illusion would have 
been complete. 
In this manner we pro- 


ceeded, following the windings and bends 
of the creek, heading successively to 
every point of the compass, sometimes 
getting around for a minute, and some- 
times n<-ai ly turning around in trying to 
turn some sharp corner, until at last we 
found Leipsic only a short distance ahead 
of us, and yet when we had approached 
to what seemed to be only a hundred 
yards' distance from the town, it still 
took us half an hour to reach the wharf, 
on account of the aforesaid tortuous wind- 
ing*. The half a dozen passengers were 
mostly gentlemen of a professional com- 
plexion, men who were accustomed to 
study within four walls at home, and to 
whom this peaceful float among the noise 
less life of the universe was a joy and a 
treat, who thoroughly sympathized with 
each other in their quiet appreciation of 
the beauty and variety of the passing ves- 
sels, while we were on the river, and who 
found much to admire even in the marshy 
prairie and the distant corn fields as we 
worked our way up the waters of the 
smaller stream. 


The inhabitants of Leipsic evidently 


considered our arrival as a circumstance, 
for they ajl gathered in a bunch at the 
wharf to receive us, and the stage for 
Dover calmly awaited us, certain of a 
full load to convey to the famous capital, 
to which Leipsic is at present the nearest 
port of entry. The latter place, for a 
town of only five hundred inhabitants, 
has a very important look on the creek 
front, as it presents to view several store- 
houses, a long wharf and the ruins of an 
old saw-mill, with quite a good-sized 
drawbridge in the distance.

I shook hands with my fellow-tiavelers, 


and jumping into the 
wagon which 


awaited me, started for Dover. It was 
an hour before sunset and still waiui, but 
the breeze and moderate diiving had 
hitherto kept the horse from becoming 
heated, and at the rate of six miles an 
hour we trundled along between corn- 
fields showing corn higher (ami drier) and 
with broadei leaves than any I had lately 
seen about the environs of Philadelphia. 
The leaves w ere beginning to look dry 
and a little limp from want of rain. 


On each side of the road occasionally 


appeared large fields of tomato plants, 
many of these fields containing from 
seven to ten acres, the plants looking 
well, and showing fruit of some size, but 
still green. The canning factories are 
waiting impatiently for this fiuit, and the 
boats Maid of Kent and Massey w ill take 
to the city all that can be spared 
Once 


or twice I noticed fields from which timo- 
thy or clover had been cut, and as fifteen 
years ago such products were hardly known 
in this district, I had to recognize the 
advance of agiiculture. 
The country 


showed as we passed through it that it 
was suffering for drought, even the weeds 
along the roadside in many places looking 
wilted and parched. 


We reached Dover about dusk, and 


after taking a passing look at the hand- 
some new canning factory of Richardson 
& Robbins, and wishing they had made it 
more imposing by building it three stories 
high instead of two, and after admiring 
the showy and stylish first story of the 
large hotel they have commenced, we 
entered the main part of the town, and 
found it in much of its usual condition on 
Saturday night that is to say, quietly 
transferring all of its cheap wares, old 
stock, bad whisky and tobacco to the 
colored population who were hanging 
around the corners in knots, enlivening 
the evening with an occasional shout or 
hoc down. 
After leaving Dover the 


evening gradually became dark, and I 
could not observe much. 


Every peach orchard I had passed dur- 


ing the drive seemed utterly devoid of 
peaches, so for as could be seen from the 
roads, and my driver informed me that 
the case was quite as bad in all the orchards 
Upon inquiry, and after a pretty extended 
observation, I am becoming rapidly con- 
finned in the notion that those Philadel- 
phians who consider the " peach scare" a 
false alarm, will find that for once the 
cry of "Wolf, wolf" was justifiable.

Yesterday af 
ternoon the tree was transferred toils new 
quarters. It resented the operation t 
the best »f its ability. 


Arriving at his residence about tin 


time the tree had been transplanted, tin 
gentleman found the house in grand com 
motion. 
On asking what was up he wa 


told that they had transplanted the tree 
according to orders, and the operatioi 
iiad made it very mad. Hardly had i 
been placed in its new quarters before 
the leaves began to stand up in all dircc 
tions like the hair on the tail of an angn 
cat, and soon the whole plant was in a 
quiver. This could have been endured 
but at the same time it gave out an odor 
most pungent and* sickening—just such 
smell as is given off by rattlesnakes one 
many other kinds of snakes in summer 
when teasiid.

EASY tfAiutiAGK—Would it be too 


much to insist that a minister who mar- 
ries a man or woman shall know them,

his certificate that tho maker is known 
to him personally, or by proper identifi- 
cation, to lie the person described in the 
deed and uho executes it.

The contract of marriage is more im- 


portant than any conveyance of land and 
should be made with greater care, Clergy- 
men seem sometimes to suppose that 
they are hound to marry anybody and 
everybody who nsks them to do so. On 
the contrary, the performance of the 
ceremony ia a matter in respect to which 
they may consult their inclination and 
convenience; but, even if they were under 
a legal obligation in regard to it, certainly 
they would not be bound to irmrry any- 
body who was not legally competent to 
marry, and whom, jn view of all the cir- 
cumstances, it was not proper for them to 
marry. Tliey have n right first to satisfy 
themselves about the matter. They are 
bound to do so ; and if they do not im- 
pose the duty upon themselves the law 
should imjiiisc it upon them.
